TEACHERS INSTITUTE 
Interesting Subjects Considered by 


South Ontario Teachers in 
Annual Conyention 


PROF. BAKER'S GREAT LECTURE 
| 

Last week The Vindicator contained 
an outline of the first day's proceed- 
ings at the South Ontano Teachers’ | 
Institute, held on Thursday and Fri- 
day, Oct. 21 and 22. It ia felt, how- 
ever, that @ more extended reference | 
to some of the subjects treated dur-! 
ing the first day is desirable, and 
through the courtesy of Mr. 8. J 
Courtice, B.A., this paper is enablea 
to furnish the information, 
PRESIDENT ASLING'S ADDRESS. 

President Asling, in bis opening ad- 
dress, spoke of the valuable services 
of the late Inspector McBrien, a man 
Who always had in view the interests 
of education, and of his teachers, It 
would well to have a circulating 
library for teachers’ uss. He would 
suggest that teachers pass an exami- 
nation on some book each year. Mr. 
Asling gaye a humorous account of 
the varied official positions bo had 
filled. 

OUR ENEMY, THE MOSQUITO 

Mr. L. Stevenson, B.A., Sclence 
Master of Oshawa High School, by 
means of lantern alldes and very 
close explanations, showed the rela- 
tion of the mosquito to the spread 
of disease. Its structure, method of 
breathing, seeing, hearing and de- 
positing eggs, as well as the 
by which it injects polson into 
hunian system, causing malaria 
other diseases, were fully dealt with, 
aod Mr. Stevenson showed quite con- 
clusively that the mosquito is a much 
more dangerous enemy than is gener- 
ally supposed. 

SCHOOL GARDEAING 

Prof. 8. B. McCready, of Guelph, 
©. A. ©. well bandied the subject of 
School Gardening. Tt likely came as 
a surprise to many when he stated 
that to suy rural school that would 
Undertake ‘school gardening," ac 
cording to regulations, an initial 
gtant of $50, that for each year af- 
terward a (rant of $30, and that to 
a teacher properly qualified an ud- 
ditional grant of $30 would be made. 
‘At present in Ontario only three ten- 
chers receive the grant of $30. School 
gardens are important because they 
develop, simple loyes and simple ro- 
Sponalbjlities, Some schools hud un- 
dertaken the work and the replies 
were quite satisfactory. To those 
schools, taking up the work, sveda 
and material for experimenting upon, 
are given. he gardens are made in 
the sthool yard, or land adjoining, 
or at the pupils homes. Pupila re 
port the progress of their work.

THE MUFES MEN WORE 


A FASHION OF OTHER DAYS. 


Their Use Was Quite Common, Too, 
and Not Confined to Fops and Dan- 
dies—Double Muffs Were Once In 
Vogue—Extremes of Style In Sizes. 


Muffs were Invented for the nse of a 
| man. At least so the legend xoe: It 

8 2 classic shade found the alr of 
the world so beastly cold when he re 
| ascended to earth after his death that 
his bands were almost frozen. 

Consequently it was decreed that the 
slayer of the poor young gentleman 
should kill enough sables—evidently 
sables were approvinted even in those 
eurly days—to make a covering for the 
frosted fingers. He did it, and that 
was the origin of the muff. 

Eyen if one ts not prepared to ac- 
cept this account of the first muff as 
authoritative there is one thing that Is 
certain, It is only in very modern 
times that muffs have been the exclu- 
Slye property of women. Up to the 
third quarter of the elghteenth cen- 
fury men were quite as addicted to 
them as women were. 

Tn the wardrobe accounts of Henry, 
prince of Wales, for 1608 the prices of 
two muffs are set down. The most ex- 
pensive cost £7, & very Dig sum in 
those days, and {s described as being 
made of cloth of silver wrought with 
purls, plates and Venice twists of sil- 
yer and gold. The other was a co 
paratively plain one of black satin em. 
broidered with black silk, and its price 
was proportionately Jess, only G0 sbil- 
lings. 

At the time of Charles I and Charles 
II. there was a curious fashion of don- 
ble muffs, a small one for each hand, 
something like big loose cuff. The 
single or ordinary muffs carried by the 
English ladies of Hollar’s etchings are 
of medium size and made entirely of 
smooth fiir, arranged, as a rule, with 
the hair ronning round the muff. 

At the extreme end of the century, 
after the advent of Willfam of Orange, 
Tiyo's muffs Were still small and were 
Eo ly suspended from a ribbon 
round! the neck, but in 1703 it seems ty 
have been niore usual to loop tle mut 
to a coat button. There Is a widely 


prevélent fdea, I think, that maseniine 
muff weurers Invariably belonged to 
the dandy class—the fops, beaus and 
macaronles—bot this was not actually 
the case, althongh the fashion was 
certainly scoffed at by some contempo- 
Tary yriters. 

Stald and elderly gentlemen carried 
muffs (habitually. For instance, Dr. 
Tosa fPaskes dean of Gloucester and 
@ fam/us political economist, was 50 
attached to his huge fur muff that he 
carried it even when officlating at the 
cathedral services. Englishmen, how- 
ever, do not seem ever to have favored 
lace (rilled mulfs such as Were affected
